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Tae War Department will soon issue a revised 
edition of the publication containing the names of 
all cadets admitted to the U. 8. Military Academy 
since its formation. The last edition, published in 
1876, has long been exhausted. The new book will 
contain the names of a'l cadets down to and includ- 
ing the present fiscal year. 








TO MAKE retirement the aim of any man, says the 
London Army and Navy Gazette, *‘is to stifle am- 
bition, zeal, and every quality which goes to make 
up an efficient officer. If there is no ‘certainty of 
promotion ’ for those who, although they may have 
no interest, are yet acknowledged to have no su- 
periors in their line of business, then it is manifest 
that a premium is offered to ‘ loafing.’ ” 








SECRETARY WHITNEY has ordered Captain T. O. 
SELFRIDGE to return to the command of the Omaha 
by the first steamer leaving San Francisco. A Court 
composed of officers on the Asiatic Station will 
be ordered to inquire into the circumstance which 
led to the death of the Japanes2 from the explosion 
of a shell fired from the Omaha. The Japanese 
Government does not hold Captain SELFRIDGE re- 
sponsible for their death, and regards it as a purely 
accidental occurrence. 
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A NON-COMMISSIONED officer of fourteen years’ 
service writes : ‘‘ You deserve well of the Army for 
your efforts to bring about a system of more fre- 
quent payments to the enlisted men. It is a prac- 
tical question and should be discussed from a prac- 
tical standpoint. Those who favor the proposed 
system as being almost the only way to prevent de 
sertions and secure a better discipline are largely in 
the majority. What objections can there be, there- 
fore, to giving it a trial?” The point is well taken. 








THe Australians are greatly disturbed by the 
French occupation of the New Hebrides, which has 
continued since 1885, when the French landed in 
force there in consequence of an assault upon Euro- 
peans, in which seven were killed and a number 
wounded. In the House of Lords the Earl of Har- 
ROWBY protested against the occupation, on the 
ground that it is a violation of an agreement that 
neither France nor England was to do anything in 
contravention of the independence of the islanders. 
The French have in late years annexed the Society 
Islands, Rapa, the Austral Group, and the mass of 
islands called the Lower Archipelago. In New Cal- 
edonia they have a large convict colony, and, with 
the Loyalty Islands and the New Hebrides, possess 
a stretch of the islands intervening between Aus- 
tralia and Fiji. It is now reported that the French 
intend to propose joint occupancy with England as 
a sclution of the difficulty. 








WE publish elsewhere the statement made by 
Sefior MaRIscaL, Mexican Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, in refereuce to the circumstances attending 
the assassination of Captain Emmer Crawrorp, 4th 
U.S. Cavalry. The facts were fully presented in 
the ARMY AND Navy Journal at the time, and we 
do not think it necessary to go into the subject at 
length again. It is sufficient to say that the state- 


ments of the Mexican Government concerning the 
entire absence of uniform in Captain Orawrorp's 
command are flatly contradicted by officers of our 
Captain CRAWFORD, 


Army who were present with 
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and who may be presumed to know better than 
even the Mexican Minister of Foreign Affairs what 
dress they wore on that occasion. {t remains to be 
seen whether our Government proposes to put them 
in the position of having misrepresented the case. 
If that is the judgment of our State Department 
after reading the Mexican Government's tardy 
attempts at explanation, the proper course is to re- 
port the officers referred to to the War Department. 
It is certainly impossible to reconcile teir state- 
ments with those of the Mexican Foreign Office. 








Ir any one has doubts as to the industry of the 
Navy Department clerk he should take a peep into 
the room occupied by the board on the consolida- 
tion of stores and supplies for the Navy, Captain 
Brown, president. Around a large table in the 
centre of this room will be found at any time dur- 
ing working hours neatly a score of clerks, includ- 
ing a representation from each bureau, bending 
over and intently examining large printed pages 
nearly a yard square. These are the printed sched- 
ules of the stores and supplies for the Navy soon 
to be advertised for under Secretary WHITNEY'S 
consolidation scheme, and the clerks, as a necessary 
adjunct to the members of the board, are busily 
engag2d arranging and classifying the five or six 
thousand different articles required for the Ser- 
vice and emoraced in these schedules, At least 
another fortnizht will be require to complete the 
schedules, and it will then be in order to advertise 
for the articles required. With the exception of 
stationery all stores and supplies will be delivered 
at the New York Navy-yard, and from there ship- 
ped to the other yards and stations in such quart- 
ers and at such times as may be desired. The Wash- 
ington Navy-yard will be the general headquarters 
fur all stationery. 
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THE law authorizing the construction of the 
Newark, two 19-knot cruisers, and two gunboats 
provides (last paragraph of section 2 of the Naval 
Appropriation act) that if it shall appear to the sat- 
isfaction of the President of the United States, from 
the bidding for the contrac‘s, when the same are 
opened and examined by him, that said vessels 
cannot be constructed at a fair’ cost on or near the 
coast of the Pacific O2ean or the Galf of Mexico, he 
shall authorize the construction of said vessels, or 
either of them, elsewhere in the United States. It 
is assumed by some “ sea lawyers,” whose attention 
has been called to the words in italics, that we are 
to have on the first day of August next the unusual 
spectacle of the President of the United States open- 
ing and examining bids in the presence of ship- 
builders, naval officers, and the usual gathering of 
newspaper men. The Navy Depariment’s circular 
inviting bids was issued without reference to this 
requirement, and the bids will be received at the 
Navy Department as usual, and, we presume, 
opened as usual. Evensa strict construction of the 
law would seem to reqr.ire only ‘that the plans 
should be examined by the President—‘‘ when the 
same are opened,” but not necessarily by him. The 
opening is a mere clerical op2ration, and is con- 
structively done by the PresiJent when done by hig 
orders or under his authority. 








THE Ordnance Sergeants, Post Quartermaster-Ser- 
geants and Commissary Sergeants of the Army, are 
making a concerted effort to have their pay in- 
creased at the next session of Congress and place

Hospital Stewards who had their pay increased to 
$45 a month by the act approved March 1, 1887. 
During the past five years we have had a mass of 
correspondence (unused) advancing the claim of 
each grade of non-commissioned staff officer to have 
the higher responsibilities and dutivs. This,in our 
opinion, is scarcely the way to look at it. Each 
grade has been created for the performance of cer- 
tain specific duties, and those duties are, of course, 
in their relation to the welfare of the Army, of 
equal value in the eyes of the Government. It is 
essential that each should be an expert in his own 
sphere, the Hospital Steward in his dispensary, the 
Ordnance Sergeant in his care and knowledge of 
armaments, tae Post Quartermaster-Sergeant in the 
indoor and outdoor duties which devolve upon him 
as the right-hand man of the Post Quartermaster, 
and the Commissary Sergeant in his multifarious 
duties connected with the issue of rations and the 
preparation of the complicated papers required by 
the Subsistence Bureau. Each, therefore, should be 
well paid, and the grades being equal and the duties 
equally expert and valuable, the pay, we think, 
should be equal too. We trust, therefore, that 
Congress will take up this matter next winter and 
bring it to its legitimate conclusion. 








A sta¥FrF officer writing to the JOURNAL to express 
thanks for the enterprise in publishing designs for 
improved officers’ quarters at posts, says: ‘It is 
hoped that the agitation of this subject may resclt 
in some improvement in the present architecture (?) 
of our large garrisons. It isa fact not to be dis- 
puted that the present Quartermaster General of 
the Army is far better versed than any of his pre- 
decessors in the very important subjects of building, 
water supply, sewerage, etc. Since he has taken 
charge of that importaut branch of the War Depart- 
ment, he has improved the wator supply of all the 
large posts in the country, where formerly appeals 
end estimates were pigeonholed or destroyed; all 
the officers of his Department have been supplied 
with standard works on architecture, building, 
drainage, sewerage, etc., as has for many years 
been done in the Medical Department and Engineer 
and Ordnance Corps. Formerly nothing was fur- 
nished them. It has been suggested by both 
line and staff officers that it would be an important 
addition to the Quartermaster’s Department if a di- 
vision of architecture, sewerage and water supply 
were adtied to the other branches of the Quartermas- 
ter General’s Office. At present plans for build- 
ings, or estimates for water supply and sewerage 
are prepared at posts—sometimes at Department 
Headquarters—and are forwarded to the Quarter- 
master General's office for revision and action. The 
buildings erected are not in keeping with the im- 
provements iu progress in cities, and the result is 
that the class of work vow being done at posts is 
not in advance of that done 10 years ago. With 
experi-nced assistants in charge of such a branch of 
the Q. M. Dept. in Washington, the class of build- 
ings erected would be not more expensive but far 
more attractive than at present, and, as the matter 
cculd be better controlied by the experienced head 
of the Q. M. Department, it is thougat that thou- 
sands of dollars could be saved—in the way of 
estimates, and beter work be the result. Recalling 
the very excellent article in the ARMY AND Navy 
JouRNAL of April 28, 1883, written by General Ho1- 
ABIRD on ‘Permanent Posts for the Army,’ it is 
hoped that he may be enabled to carry out the pre- 
gressive ideas therein expreased.”,

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HOW CAPTAiN CRAWFORD WAS KILLED. 
Crry or Mexico, May 17. 


SENOR MARISCAL, the Mexican Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, bas addressed a letter to the U. S. Legation 
in answer to several communications from Mr. 
Jacksov, the former Minister from the United 
States, giving the resulta of an official investigation 
by the Mexican Government into the circumstances 
ob the killing of Capt. Crawford of the U. S. Army, 
4th Cavalry, by a body of Mexican troop: while be 
was in pursuit of a band of Apache Indians. Senor 
Muriscal says: 

“From the judicial and military investigations 
made by the Mexican Government, it appears that 
the Apache Chiricabua Indians had invaded the State 
of Chihuahua, stealing quite a number of cattle and 
murdering several Mexicans, as attested by reliable 
witnesses ; that Maurico Corredor, a citizen of said 
State, in order to defend his bome raised about 120 
volunteers to pursue the [ndians; that he found 
their trail and followed it till Jan. 10, and at day- 
break on the following morning attacked te In- 
dians, who were intrenchbed in the rocks to the num- 
ber of 250 or more. The fight lasted about one hour, 
during which time Maurico Corredor, the comman- 
der of the Mexican band of volunieers, was killed, 
with four Mexicans, and several others were badly 
wounded. 

“Just about the end of the battle an American 
young man, without any uniform or any wmilicary 
insignia whatever, came out of the rocks and told 
the Mexicans they were fighting United States 
troops and not hostile Indians. The firing was at 
once stopped, and it was not afterward renewed, as 
alleged by Lieut. Maus. Capt. Crawford bad already 
been killed before the firing ceased, but as soop as 
the Mexicans realized what had happened they ex- 
pressed their sorrow for the unfortuvate mistuke, 
while the Americans likewise expressed their regret 
at the death of Corredor. 

“The Indians who were attacked on that day are 
the same who committed the raids aforementioned 
on Mexican territory; they were dressed just like 
the hostile indians, and had iv their possession the 
stolen cattle, which they refused to resto.e, not- 
withstanding a formal demand was made for them 
by the Mexicans. 

* [t is not true that Capt. Crawford waved a white 
handkerchief when the fight commenced. The 
Americans wore no unitorm nor military insignia of 
any character whatever, nor did ov show any 
»roof of being what they represented themselves to 

e, except a single scrap of paper written upon with 
a pencil. The cattle found in the possession of the 
Indians were recognized by the Mexicans as belong- 
ing to some farms in Chiauahua, from which they 
had been stolen. 

“ The agreement allowing the regular troops only 
of either couatry to cross the boundary in pursuit 
of hostile Indians did not contemplate that Indians 
without uniforms or other military insignia should 
come over into Mexico, where they have committed 
so many raids, and then succeeded 19 returning to 
their reservations as innocent men and fed and 
clothed by the United States Government.” 








OUR NEW NAVY. 


THE good work of rehabilitating the Navy is 
slowly progressing. The first frame of the Balti- 
more was raised this week, and the Messrs. Crump 
report the arrival of plenty of material to carry on 
the work witbout interruption on beth that vessel 
and Gunboat No. 1. Thefirst carload of material for 
the Charleston arrived at San Francisco last week, 
and ber coutractors expect to go on with the work 
of construction without delay. The Columbia Lron 
Works, of Baltimore, are making good headway iu 
getting out the material for Gunboat No. 2, and will 
be able to begin work of construction very soon. 

Atthe Navy Department Mr. Whitney is stirring 
things up to get the plans, specifications, blank 
forms of prepeen and contracts, ready for the bid- 
ders on the Newark. two 19-kuot cruisers and two 
1700 ton gunboats. The bids for the construction of 
these vessela are not to be opened until August 1, 
but according to the Department’s circular the plans, 
ete., were to be ready for the inspection of bidders 
byJunel. It1s a little doubtful whether this prom- 
ise can be kept, but the work is being pushed with 
all possible speed. Chief Constructor Wilson is 
working with an extra force of draftsamen upon the 
plans for the bulls, and with the valuable assistance 
of Naval Constructor Hichborn is making good 
headway with the detailed specifications. Colonel 
Remey’s office, in addition to its other multifarious 
duties, is preparing the blank form of proposals and 
contracts. The plans for the machinery of these 
vessels are being groper under the direction 
of Chief Engineer Meiville at Cramp’s works in 
Philadelphia. Several assistants aud draughtsmen 
have been plaved at bis service aud he bas been di- 
rected to employ all the additional force necessary 
to give the plans out by June l. As he only reveived 
the instructions lust week some lively work wil! have 
to be done during the next ten days if the Secre- 
tary’s wisb is to be complied with. he plans of the 
gunboats, however, will be simply copies of those 
upon which the machinery of Gunboat No. 1 is 
being built, and the plans for the 19-knot cruisers 
will be, practically. duplicates of the Baltimore’s ma- 
chivery. The plans of the bulls of the two gunboats 
by Chief Constructor Wilson are also copies of Gun- 
boat No. 1, now building. 

The bulls of the 19-knot cruisers will be similar in 
design to the Newurk. The plans and specifications 
for the bull and machinery of the latter vessel have 
been practically completed by the Bureau of Con: 
struction and Repair and the Bureau of Stcam En- 
gimeering. The latter bureau is now engaged upon 
che plans for the machinery of the 6,000 ton armored 

esse 

The Board, Capt. Ramsay, president, appointed to 
examine plans for these vessels have agreed upon a 
report and await notice from the Secretary of the 
Navy to present it. What they have agreed upon 
cannot be definitely learned, but it is rumored 
around the arg | Department that they failed to 
,22ree and that the Secretary has declined to receive 
the report'until he can submit certain advice which 
may force them to arrive at a satisfactory conclu 
sian. Tt is well knowa that there was considerable 
diversity of opinion among members of the Board 
before they convened the last time and now that 
there is so mueh mystery connected with their re- 





port, there would seem to be good reason for sus- 
pecting that an unanimous conclusion was not 
reached. 

In connection with this we give from the Pro- 
ceedings of the Naval Institute the following synop- 
sis of our Lew navy.

In G. C. M. O. 20, c. s., Dept. Ariz., Gen. Miles says: “ The 
records of the garrison Court-martial at Fort Huachuca, 
A. T., in the case of Trumpeter Granville Laypole, Troop K, 
4th Cavalry, tried for failure to pay debts due the post trader 
und the troop tailor, and for other offences, and sentenced, 
havirge been received for supervision, the proceedin: 
findings and sentence are disapproved and set aside, and t 
sentence will not be executed. The Department Commander 
is averse to allowing the establishment of a precedent which 
would convert private indebtedness of a soldier into a mili- 
tary offence, where the contracting of such debts does not 
directly affect the Service nor impair military disciplin2, and 
would tend to multiply the number of cases to be tried by 
garrison courts.” 


THE NATIONAL ARMORY. 


THE Springfield Republican in an interesting article on the 
National Armory says: “It is more than any other institu- 
tion the nucleusfrom which Springfield’s prosperity bas 
grown. It has kent in our midst constantlv a large body of 
the most iotelligent mechanics in the world: it bas enabled 
bundreds of these men to secure and pay for homes of their 
own, which make them the bone and sinew of our citizen- 
ship; it has enabled dozens of them to get a start in life, to 
embark in business for them<elves on the savings at the ar- 
mory, and to train up sons without number into tions of 
trust and power in the community. A more per realiza- 
tion of the American ideal is hardly to Le found in the coun- 
try. The armorer of the longest service is Svlvester Van 
Horn of the milling shop. who entered in 1828, and bas 
never worked for any paymaster but Uncle Sam since. 
James Stillynan, foreman of the king shop, entered the 
armory in 1835. coming here from a‘kun shop, in Pittsfield, 
which at that time manufactured for the Government, 
Oliver B. Brinnon was an armorer under the civil system. 
and has seen almost 50 years of intermittent Government 
service. W.G. Chamberlain, foreman of the milling shop, 
came in with Ripley and military rule in 1842, as did Daniel 
Proctor, Levi Streeter, and A. H. Clark of the same shop. 
The long service of Major Ingersoll as paymaster which 
closed a few years since. began at the same time. 


A MILITARY DANCING SCHOOL.

THE members of the Board on the Revision of the 
Army Regulations are still confident that their 
work can be completed by July 1, and are working 
early and late to accomplish this. Colonel Oris 
and Lieutenant Davis frequently devote entire 
evenings to the work. General Benét has other 
duties, and attends the meetings of the Board only 
when questions involving amendments on new regu- 
lations are submitted hy the Secretary of War 
for recommendation. Considerable discussion has 
lately been devoted to the subject of more frequent 
payments and the enforcement of Sunday laws in 
the Army. Three hours were spent cn Thursday in 
discussing the proposition of the Paymaster General 
to have each officer paid by a specified paymaster, 
in ordér to prevent duplication of pay accounts. 
No final conclusion has been reached upon either of 
these subjects, but it is presumed that action will 
»be taken and announced in general orders before 
the work of revision of the Regulations has been 
completed. 

A youne officer. who wasa candidate for special

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THE RECORD OF THE TORPEDO BOATS. 


THE French naval manceuvres were to commence 
on May 12, when the evolutionary squadron was to 
leave for Algiers with a convoy. A division of tor- 
pedo-boats is to be concentrated at Ajaccio and 
will endeavor to bar the passage of the vessels. 
Thus far the record of the torpedo-boats is not of 
the best and their enemies hope to find them still 
farther discredited by this new trial. During re- 
cent manceuvres in the Mediterranean, the Desaiz, 
Seignelay, Villars, Dupetit-Thouars, Annamite, 
and 16 torpedo-boats, which were to have left Tou- 
lon on April 18, were detained in port for 24 hours 
owing to bad weather. Once out of the harbor the 
seas swept over the boats, leaving nothing visible 
beyond their funnels; two boats ran short of coal 
after 18 hours’ steaming, and nearly an hour was 
spent in putting two tons of coal on one of them. 
This, says a writer in Le Journal de la Marine, 
proves the impossibility of supplying torpedo-boats 
at sea, and sbows what easy victims they would fall 
to armorclads. There was nothing to be done, he 
adds, but to run for the nearest anchorage: 

This was done. and the division was soon lying off the 
coast of Minorca. at the mouth of the little port of Cuida- 
dela, whose inhabitants, sheltered under their umbrelias, 
contemplated trom the top of the cliffs this imposing sight,

would be able to discharge a torpedo ; and would not all this 
jolting disarrange the delicate machinery of the weapon ? 

After a night’s rest, the division put out to sea 
once more, to repeat the same experience, and great 
satisfaction was felt when the port of Algiers was 
reached. During the voyage a sailor was pitched 
overboard from No. 65, but fortunately picked up 
by No. 75. Further, it appears that some previous 
experiments off the Isles of Hyéres in discharging 
torpedoes were anything but satisfactory. On the 
other hand, tests of BULLIRANT nets at sea by the 
squadron of Admiral PEYRON have proven very 
satisfactory, proving that vessels with their nets out 
answered the helm, that they could déployer them 
while steaming at seven knots, and that they offer a 
good protection to armorclads not going over five 
knots. A writer in the Temps adds that, contrary 
te the opinion expressed last year by the new school, 
the firing of the heavy guns in no way injured the 
fastening, of the nets. And all the torpedoes dis- 
charged by the Balay and the Déronide, two sea- 
going torpedo-boats, got entangled in the nets of 
the vessel attached. In fact, during the operations 
of Admiral Peyron’s squadron the nets gave great 
satisfaction, and not so the torpedoes, whose course, 
under the most favorable conditions, was most 
etratic. In crossing from Toulon to Algiers, none 
of the torpedo-boats, we are told, could have taken 


| part in an engagement; and as for recoaling at sea 





‘frotit a Méréd Gidget, that is out of the question. 
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THE class now assembling at the Naval Academy 
for final examination previous to graduation, hav- 
ing concluded the two years’ probationary course at 
sea, numbers but thirty-four. This is the class 
which entered in 1881, and of the thirty-four re- 
maining members not far from one-half entered as 
cadet engineers, although as fourth class-men tbe 
members were, respectively, forty-eight cadet mid- 
shipmen and twenty-five cadet’ engineers. The ex- 
aminations for final graduation will begin early in 
June and continue until every memberr has been 
examined. 








THERE are at present sixty Congressional appoint- 
ments to the Naval Academy yet to be filled.. These 
the Secretary of the Navy is authorized by law to 
fill if nominations are not made by the Congressmen 
whose districts ure unrepresented at the Academy 
before July 1. It is highly probable that Sevretary 
Whitney will have quite a number of these nomina- 
tions at his disposal, but itis a delicate matter for 
him to exercise his ‘right, as he is,almost certain to 
incur the enmity of the Congressmen who are by 
their own negligeuce deprived of the right to nomi- 
nate. Members of Congress whose districts are un- 
represented frequently fail to nominate because 
they desire to keep the vacancy until some particu- 
lar candidate for academic honors arrives at the 
required age. They omit to mame any one, over- 
looking the provisions of the law until they find, 
wuch to their chagrin, that their district secures a 
representative at the Academy without any act of 
theirs. Some of them nominate fictitious persons, 
and so keep the vacancy open until they are ready 
to fill it. Others ask permission to postpone their 
nomination for a time, and this permission is invari- 
ably granted. Many claim that they failed to re- 
ceive a notice thac their district was unrepresented 
at the Academy. 








New York has had within its limits this week a 
live queen, and is, therefore, happy. On Tuesday 
Her Majesuy took a trip down the bay in the steamer 
Atlantic, placed at her disposal by Major-General 
Schofield, and, under the escort of Major Sanger, 
A. D.C., visited Bedlow’s Island and Governor's 
Island. At the latter place she was received by 
General Whipple, Assistant Adjutant-General, who 
did the honors in the absence of General Schofield, 
temporarily absent from New York. A salute was 
fired on her arrival and departure; Major Randolph. 
commandant of Fort Columbus, tendered a review, 
and all the officers were introduced. She afterwards 
Visited the museum and other places of interest on 
the Island, and departed well pleased with her visit. 
Similar courtesies bave been shown by the Navy 
Departmentin New York and Brooklyn, and, taking 
all together, Queen Kapiolani will have arrived at 
the conelusion that New York is a hospitable city. 








Tue Secretary of War on Wednesday nominated 
six heads of bureaus and one person from each bu- 
reau in the War Department, to be arranged by the 
Civil Service Commission into an ¢xaminving board 
to carry out the recently promulgated changes in 
the civil service rules regulating promotions. The 
Civil Service Commissioners will select three heads 
ef bureaus to constitute the departmental board 
and one clerk for each bureau to be added to the 
board as an auxiliary. The board will immediately 
prepare forms of examination, and, after they have 
been approved by the Commissioners, they will be 
applied to the Surgeon-General’s office, to deter- 
mine the qualifications of the clerks in that branch 
for promotion or their liability to reduction or dis- 
missal. It isexpected that the new rules will result 
in a reassignment of duties ana salaries that will be 
more just, and baye some relation to the merits of 
the clerks. The Board of Examination for the War 
Department consists of the following clerks of Class 
4: Charles H. Carrington, office of the Secretary of 
War; Oliver W. Longan, A. G. O.; Edward Shaw 
Surgeon-General’s; Lewis W. Toiman, Chief of Di- 
vision of Requisitions aud Accounts; George W. 
Pratt, A. G. O.; Warren H. Oreutt, I. G. O.; 
Thomas Duke, Chief Clerk Bureau of Military Jus- 
tice; Thomas W. Webster. Q. M. G. O.; Wm. A. De-

G. O.; Wm. T, Kent, Paymr.-G. O.; Waverly D. Drin- 
kard, Chief of Engineers; Jobn J. (ook, Chief of 
Ordnance; Wm.

Joun S. SmyTu, in an article in the Chicago Cur- 
rent, on the duties of Governments, says: “It is 
their duty to compel obedience to their laws, and 
protect all citizens. If the police will not do their 
duty, and the sheriffs cannot, the militia can be 
called in at once. and the punishment of evildoers 
made sure. There should be an efficient detective 
force, to prevent the comimission of crime, ag wellas 
to apprebeed the criminal , and any man acting the 
detective without a Government permit should be 
severely punished. No‘ mayi should be given a pér- 
wit_unless he shows a good character. It is better 


to have a Regular Army than the present Pinkerton 
army, commanded by a private citizen, ununi- 
formed, whose officers and pay are unknown, of no 
character and undisciplined; and who, when they 
kill a man, are mustered out of the service before 
the coroner can convene a jury.” 








A NEw blank form of voucher for disbursements 
under the new mileage law, has been prepared by 
Paymaster General Rochester, and is now being 
printed st the Government printing office. It is ac- 
companied by this certificate: “ I certify that I dii 
not travel upen a conveyance belonging to, or 
chartered by, the United States; that [ was not fur- 
nished transportation, nor was it practicable to 
obtain the same from the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, for any partof the journey for which trans- 
portation is charged, and that the cost of the 
transportation actually paid by me, exclusive of 
sleeping or parlor car fare and transfers, was as 
cbarged in memorandum attached.”’ 





As THE result of the recent Easter manceuvres, itis 
announced that the state of the English Volunteers is 
very satisfactory in respect to discipline, steadiness 
in marching and mancuvring, and especially in 
marching past. 159 velocipedists were organized as 
scouts—some mounted on bicycles, the rest on tri- 
eycle:. The mancouvres showed that the former 
could, on level ground, defy the best mounted 
cavalry, while the latter could scarcely be employed 
on any duties save as means of communication be- 
tween columns of acorps d’armée, and then only 
by roads. 








THE contemplated reunion of Pickett’s men at 
Gettysburg in July next has been abandoned, and 
no Confederate monumeut to the memory of Pick- 
ett’s soldiers will be erected at Gettysburg, owing to 
objections made by the Gettysburg Battlefield 
Memorial Association. The action of the Associa- 
tion is severely criticized, especially in Grand Army 
circles. 








THE Duke ef Edinburgh is ordered by his mamma, 
the Queen, to touch at Marseilles, on his way home 
to join in her jubilee celebration, and salute the 
French flag on land. This is to settle the little un- 
pleasantness resulting from his failure to return 
the salute offered him by the Frenvh. 








Tue following changes of stations of quartcrmas- 
ters halve been recommended by Gen. Holabird, but 
not yet approved by the Secretary of War: Lieut.- 
ol. Batchelder. from Wushington to New York, 
reheving Lt.-Col. H. C. Hodges, who goes to San 
Francisco to relieve Major Geo.

Randol, Méjor, Ist Artillery, took place at the 
Presidio of San Francisco, May 9, with military 
honors.

CartTaty Cuaries O. Brapiey, 20th Infantry. 
meritorious officer of over twenty-five years’ ser- 
vice, died at Fort Maginuis, Montana, May 14. Cap- 
tain Bradley was born in New Hampshire, and 
when the war broke out went to the front asa Ist 
Sergeaut of Co. I, ist N. H. Infantry. In 1862 he wa, 
appointed Captain in the 13th New Hampshire, mus- 
tered out in June, 1964, and in September following 
appointed Captain of the Iet N. H. Artillery. On 
Feb. 23, 1866, he was appointed 2d Lieutenant and Ist 
Lieutenant, llth Infantry; transferred to the 20th 
lofartiry in September of that year and promoted 
Captain in August, 1874. He has therefore been 
identified with the gallant 20th for nearly 21 years, 
and his loss will be deeply felt. 


WILLIAM BurRNHAM Woops, who served with dis- 
tinction during the war, rising to the grades of 
Brigadier and Brevet Major-General of Volunteers, 
d 14 at Washington, D.C. He was appointed 
by dent Grant in 1869 a United State: Judie for 
the Fifth Circuit.

A CHEEKY CADET.

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THE BERDAN TORPEDO. 





TuE accompanyi ng illustration shows 
very clearly the character of Gcneral 
Berdan's invention. In place of a bow- 
sprit, the torpedo-boat is fitted with a 
pole, which is so arranged that if its end 
is pressed inward it will ignite the ex- 
plosive and expel thetorpedoes. These 
do not, however, depend entirely upon 
the original impulse for their speed. 
They are to be provided with four tubes 
containing rocket composition, each 6 
inches in diameter and 82 inches long. 
with a 2-inch hole bored through the 
centre of the composition, so as to ex- 
pose a large burning surface. The com- 
pee in the tubes 1s ignited by the 

ischarge, and forces the torpedoes 
through the water with greatly in- 
creased speed. It is caleulated tbat 
their velocity may beas high as 30 knots 
an hour afteraud during immersion. 
The torpedoes when discharzed from 
the tubes dive nearly vertical. As they 
enter, the rocket powder begins to 
burn, and they swing around the are 
of a circle with great speed, diving 
under the torpedo net, rising within it, 
and striking the ship's bottom. The 
blow, by a percussion apparatus, ex- 
plodes them. By adjusting the length 
of the pole, the period of release and 
discharge way be regulated. Electric- 
ity or otber supplemental means of fir- 
ing the torpedoes from the tubes may 
be used in cases where it seems unde- 
sirable to wait for actual contact, or 
where it seems preferable to dispense 
with the dischargiug pole. The tubes 
may bearranged a httle off the vertical. 
so as to spread the torpedoes in their 
course. The system 18 not necessarily 
confined to a pair, as four or more may 
be used. The size of the torpedoes is 8 
feet long and 14 inches in diameter 
The charge is to be 200 pounds of com- 
pressed gun cotton. The connection 
with the snubbing posts isso arranged 
that should a torpedo .aiss the attacked 
vessel the fastening will give way as it 
rises to the surface, and it will fly away 
from the torpedo boat. In attacking at 
an angle, the outer torpedoes are dis- 
connected and not discharged. With 
reference to this invention, Gen. Berdau writes as 
follows: ‘y 

WASHINGTON, May 16, 1887. 
To the Editor of the Armu and Navy Journal : 

I sEEin your journal of May 14 that you attempted 

to explain the state of my torpedo in the different 
European countries. You did not go far enough. 
As it mav be of interest, to your readers to know 
just how it stands, 1 will state the case briefly. I[ 
nave written enzagements from Englund, France, 
Germauy, Russia, Sweden and Norway, Turkey, 
Italy, Spain, and Mexico not to make or use my 
torpedo for all time without my permission—all ex- 
pressing at the same time a desire to make trials at 
once, but no government was willing to allow the 
other governments to witness the trials. So l came 
here under the expectation thaf our Government 
would be willing to allow officers from those gov- 
erpments to come and attend the trials, and [ have 
informed these governments that I bave reason to 
believe that this permission will be granted. Some 
of these governments have already applied officially, 
aud I am keeping them informed of all the improve- 
ments | have made by sendiug models aud ex- 
planations. ; 

These engugements were, I am told, never given 

by either cf these goveruments before for any in- 
vention, and were given to me solely for the reason 
that they believed my torpedo would not only cir- 
cumvent the net, but that it was the only one yet 
invented that would do so. Our Government de- 
clined to give this guarantee, so | wae forced to 


patent it in this country. Very respectfully,

THE WASHINGTON ORDNANCE YARD. 


Tue work of transformivg the Washington Navy- 
yard into a gun foundry, is being slowly pushed. 
Operations at preseut are confined to the old anchor 
shop. This building is being cleaned out with the 
view of fitting it up for the construction of guns of 
small calibre, eight-inch and under. The floor will 
be levelled off and conereted, foundations for lathes 
erected, and a foundation also for the 40-ton travel- 
ling crane, which it is intended to erect in this build- 
ing for the handling of the guns. The most import- 
ant change at the Yard, that of erecting a wine to 
the anchor-shop for the manufacture of large guns, 
ten-inches and upward, has not yet been commenced. 
The plans are stall in the bands of the draughtsmen, 
and the detailed drawings are not ‘' completed. It 
is intended that this building shall be much bigher 
than the anchor-shop, so that the 110-ton travelling 
erane for the big guns may have a hoisting height of 
about 40 feet. he anchor-shop crane will not have 
a hoisting height of over 15 feet. It will be many 
months before the guu fuuvdry will be in full work- 
ing order. Civil Eugr. Menocal, who has been re- 
tained on duty at the Yard, bas just returned from 
a visit to Nicaragua in connection with the surveys 
of the proposed Nicaragua canal route, and will pro- 
bably resume at once his duties as civil engineer of 
the Yard, avd will be active in carrying out the pro- 
posed changes. 


NEW REPEATING ARMS. 


Some experiments were held May 3, at Htitteldorf, 
Austria, with the repeating rifle which Herr For 
telk», a blind man, bas invented and latterly modi- 
fied to suit the requirements of the Martini-Henry 
eartridge. The firing with the Martini cartridges 
stopped at the rate of once or twice iu four shots 
either from some defect in the rifle or from some 
jlaw i the cartridges, so that the: repeating action 
did not yield a thoroughly satisfactory result. Herr 
Fortelka hopes to improve his rifle. [t will weigh 
9 Ib. and cost about $15. 

The Danish Folkething has had laid before it the 
draft of a bill imply the introduction ofa new 
rifle, intoj the Dan’ Army for which 4,100,- 














000 crowns wiil be required, spread over a period of 
five years. According to the Vort Forsvar, the in- 
itial velocity of the new rifle is 1.700 Danish feet per 
second. The cartridge is lighter than that now used 
with the Remington, and the soldier ean carry with 
him nearly atbird more cartmdges than is possible 
with the German Mauser gun. The rotary velocit 
of the new rifle gives about 1,800 turns per second. 
Its magazine is loose, and the cartridges can be re- 
placed with great rapidity.

Of course it isa funny way to view the mat- 
ter of observance, aud can be used to plow round 
the true question involved. 

How ready we have become iu these days of ad- 
vaneed religionists to smile at parsons’ committees. 
And | don’t know but we are right; for the maim 
object of the new departure in clerical thought ap- 
pears to be a dogma of seutimental latitudinarian- 
ism: the new law of Love: whatever is. pleasant 1s 
right. Thank God that religion and the construc- 
tion of it, us applied to practical life, do not lie eu- 
tirely with the clegy, for { have heard from many 
of them quite as liberat views of what Sunday was 
made for, as from the liberal men of the Army. 

As u subaltern, I belonged to a compauy where, 
after Suuday inspecti >n, the drill was a show for all 
those who bad dressed in the morning for the ocea- 
sion, at d especially for those who never dressed for 
any occasion. After men and horses had been torn 
through the dust, and sweat for two hours of a hot 
summer day, they were sent to the stables to groom- 
iug and the crowd dispersed, ith thanks to the bat- 
tery commander. A dollar's worth of entertain- 
ment, free. The wen’s dress uniforms were soiled 





and much injured, and their tempers very justly 
ee They telt they had been “ used” and 
abused. 


When western posts were a- building, I have seen 
captains drill their companies for two hours after 
Sunday morning inspection, and when asked why, 
their answer was, [t is the only time we see our men; 
they are allonexira duty during the week. The 
logic was conyincing. Works of necessity occupied 
them during th? week, soldiering on Sunday. 

Does 1t add to the diguity of the soldier’s profeés- 
sion to be reviewed, dmiled, and paraded to the 
braying of horns and beat of drums, before the class 
of people that such things bring together of a Sun 
day? Does it prepare, through the cleanliness 
spoken of, either the soldier or the visitor for the 
best observance of the day? 

At a Southern post ~ ken, | was told that 
the crowd assembled by such demonstrations was a 
degiadation to all, and an offence to the neighbor- 
hood. Yet a protest of the decent element was 
treated as an impertinent interference with the 
rigbts of the executive branch of the government. 
[t is fairly presumable that the protest was not 
against washing the soldiers to fit them for divine 
service. 

Where exists the human right to prevent me from 
working on any day I choose? Where has such a 
claim been fully discussed? {f [am to be deprived 
of aday, I wish to be heard. Maybe every sixth, 
eighth, or ninth day would suit me and the majorit 
better. Some peoples prefer the ten-day period. 
week of eight days would have the advantage of 
being divisible into groups of two or of four days. 
Just think how inconvenient is seven to a soldier 
who may not beable to change his underclothing 
for cleanliness every day; he cannot equalize it in 
seven days—2x2x3; there is that dirty third day— 
3x4; there is that dirty fourth day. Why don’t the 
Army Regulations chinge it? an eight-day period is 
much more rational and military. A duodecimal 
period would be still better, giving groups of two, 
of three, of four, and of six days. 

What right has law to impose on me this seventh 
day? Butif law does step in violently to forse on 
me this day of rest and quiet, what consistency is 
there in its authorizing wy neighbor to rob me of 
them by beer und music? [am ut present stationed 
where the whole day of rest is occupied in keeping 
the honest hornyhanded sons of toil, their wives 
and their children from entering front yards and 
devastating the flowers and shrubbery: is occupied 
with the boisterous roars from beer gardens, the 
screams from soups, the poundings of the fatigued 
laborer of the week on the lever catapult, and the 
hurdygurdy of the carousal, with its three tunes. 
O how I wish it would climb up its golden stairs! 
Tbree bands, and such bands, are playing in hearing 
each its own tune, and we are in a place where no 
lady can travel in a street car, even if she wished to 
so'break the Sabbath. The streets on Sunday night 
a og with the guffaws and yells of lager and 

ey. 

Again I ask where comes the right of law to sub- 





ject me to this? If law has any right to establish a 
seventh day it must have the right to disestablish 
it, and it is to be:hoped it will do so. Human regu- 
lation of the day has resulted in chaos. Is it not 
pitiful to see men trying to select what shall and 
what shall not be done on the Sabbath day? Isit not 
painful to see the puzzled officers trying to enforce 
special legislation ? 

Our new wise men in authority tell us that Christ 
came to teach a better view of the Sabbath; to cure 
the sick, tothresh and harvest corn, (did not he, 
when hungry, harvest and thresh and eat corn b 
the wayside?) and did not he declare himself Lor 
of the Sabbath, and did not he come to fulfil the 
law?

MACHINERY OF THE U. 8S. 8. CHARLESTON. 


THE propelli hi of the Charleston (Cruiser No. 2) 
is from the designs of Mr. F. Cc. Marshall of R. and W. Haw- 
thorne and Co., of Newcastle-on-Tyne. The engines are almost 
exact duplicates of those of the Japanese cruisers Naniwa 
Kan and Takachiho Kan and of the Italian Ein” class, and 
are similar to the engines of the Chihan cruiser Esmeralda 
and the Itahan Giovanni Bau an. The boilers are duplicates 
of those of the above mentioned Japanese cruisers. 

The propelling engines, consisting of two slightly inclined 
direct acting compound twin screw engi will be placed 
in separate watertight compartments. The designed collec- 
tive indicated horse power under forced draught is 7,500. 

Each engine will bave a high pressure and a low pressure 
oe linder, and their casin ited together to forin a steam 
connection. The main valves will be of the piston type, two 
foreach cylinder. The cylinder casings will be of cast iron, 
with hard cast iron valve chest linings and high pressure cy- 
linder linings. The en pocpease cylinders and their covers 
will be steam jacketted; the low pressure cylin jers will not be 
jacketted. The pistons will be of d‘shed form of cast steel. 
Each piston will have a single cast iron packing ring; the 
weight of the piston pay en on this ring. The piston rods, 
one for each piston, will be of forged mild steel. The piston 
rod stuffing boxes will be fitted for the ordinary packing. The 
cross-heada will be of cast steel with cast 1ron boxes working 
on straight bar guides of forged steel. The connectin 
rods will be of wrought iron, forked at the cross-head en 
and fitted with adjustable ; the wrist pins being car- 


ried by the crossheads. The crank pin brasses will be fittea

All the pant | will be made of mild steel. 
thrust, and propeller shafts will be bored out to save weight 
and to detect imperfections.

The reversing gear of each ir of engines will consist of a 
steam cyiimnver anda hydraulic controlling cylinder, with a 
connecting rod directly on the reversing quadrant. The cut- 
offs in the two cylinders will not be separately adjusted.

condenser for each r of engines will be placed 
athwartship at the side of the low-pressure cylinder, and 
will be cylindrical in form, built up of sheet brass. All parts 
of the condensing surface will be rendered equally efficient 
by a system of baffling plates. The condensers will be fitted 
to be worked by jet injection when necessary. The circulat- 
ing pumps, one for each condenser, will be of the centrifugal 
type ‘~~ \genememens for pumping the bilges in case of a 
ry leak. 

‘There will be one air pump for each condenser, worked 
by a separate compound engine. All metal work about these 
pumps will be composition. The contractor will not be re- 
quired t» follow the design furuished for the air pumps, as it 
is, defective in some parts, the Naniwa-Kan in ber trial in 
December, 1885, having made a mean vacuum of only 22.85 
inches.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


G. O. No. 20, A. G. O., Albany, May 16, 1887, pro- 
mulgates general regulations for the government of 
the Samp of Instruction, when occupied by troops. 
The cawp is constituted a military post, and will be 
conducted in accordance with the rules provided 
for the governmnt of military posts, and these re- 
gulations, from which we extract what follows: 

Transportation for troops to the camp will be fur- 
nished, as far as practicable, in such manner that 
they will arrive at the camp not later than 3 o'clock, 
Pp. M., of the day ordered. 

Commanding officers of regiments, battalions, bat- 
teries and separate compavpies, and officers specially 
detailed, if not travelling with troops, will at once, 
upon notice of detail for —— 2 service, make requi- 
sition for proper transportation of men and bage- 
gage from their statiov to the (amp of Lastraction. 
Transportation will be allowed for ove servant for 
the officers of eAch compuny and the field and staff 
of a battalion, and for three servants for the field 
and staff of a regiment. Horses for field officers will 
be furnished by the post quartermaster, and trans- 
pretooes or forage will not besllowed for any otber 

orses. Ou the journey to and from, and the march 
into camp, the senior officer will command the 
troops present, and before leaving their stations 
commanding officers will telegraph to the post com- 
mander the strength of their command, servants 
separately. 

A ration will consist of early bread and coffee, 

breakfast, dinner and supper. Commatding offivers 
of troops coming from distant stations, should see 
that their commands are ereperty provisioned for 
the journey. Rations will be allowed for the author- 
ed number of servants. 
The pay rolls, in tripticate, will be prepared before 
going into camp by entering on them the name of 
each officer and enlisted man of the organization. If 
practicable, the pay rolls should be signed, by the 
officers and enlisted men before coming in camp, 
but they must be signed by the firat Sunday in 
camp. Pay will be allowed to officers and enlisted 
men present for the days on which the regiment or 
company arrives at, aod departs from, the camp; 
and for such other days of the tour duriug which 
they are present, at least from guard mounting in 
the morning until after retreat or dress parade in 
the evening, provided their whole stay 1n camp does 
not consist simply In coming to camp on Saturday 
and spending Sunday there, or staying but one day, 
and returning on Frday to depart again on 
Saturday. 

Commanding officers of regiments, battalions and 
com panies are, and will be held, responsible for the 
correctness of returns and reports rendered by them. 

The report book must show the condition of the 
a at the time the report is made, and the re- 
marks are to explain all the alterations which may 
have occurred since making the last report. Within 
ten days after the close of the camp tour, command- 
ing officers of regiments and battalions will make 
reports to the Adjt.-Geveral of the general manage- 
ment of their command and the results obtained. 

The State Service uniform will be worn as pre- 
scribed in the regulations; on drill, fatigue, and 
when not on actual duty, the fatigue coat, R. 835, 
may be worn. White helmets may be worn by regi- 
ments and battalions fully supplied with them. 

The officers detailed as commanding officers of bat- 
talions are authorized, each, to select two competent 
officers of suitable rank, and five noa-commisstoued 
officers, to serve with them at the Camp of Instruc- 
tion respectively as adjutant, quartermaster and 
commissary of subsistenve, sergeant major, quarter- 
master sergeant, color bearer, provost sergeant and 
clerk. The names of officers and non-commissioned 
officers thus selected will as soon as possible be re- 
ported to the Adjt. General. 

Persons not connected with the administration of 
the post, or not being members of the organizations 
= camp, will not be permitted in the camp after 

attoo. 

The sale of all spirituous liquors, wine, ale, or 
beer, and all huckster and auction sules within one 
mile of the camp are prohibited. Noale, beer, wines 
or spirituous liquors shall be used in camp, except 
upon the prescription of the post surgeon. Fire 
works, illuminations, and other out-of-door per 
formances will not be permitted. ,

WISCONSIN. 


1 seND you a copy of the Proceedings of the 6th 
Annual Convention of Officers of the Wisconsin 
National Guard, of which yon gave some re- 
pork at the time it was held, January 4 and 5, 1887, 

t contains two excellent addfesses, one by Ist Lieut. 
Philip Reade, 3d lnf., L. of R. P. on General Terry's 
staff, on ** Rifle Practice,” and another on * Military 
Iustruction of the National Guard,” by 2d Lieut. 
Lyman W. V. Kennon, 6th Inf., A. D. C. to General 
—— ln concluding his remarks, Lieut. Reade 
said: 

During the competition of selected riflemen for places on 
the Division of uri team, last September, the number 
of hits made on the kneeling figure ran up as high as 23. 
This means that ove skirmisher hit the kneeling figure of 
man 23 times in a single run, under the conditions here 
stated. Assuming that an unwounded man had taken the 
Place of the silhwuette after each bit, that skirmisber dis- 
abled 28 meo in a firing iuterval of two minutes and a half, 
traversing also AY between the time he started and 
the time when he had fired his 40 rounds. The average num- 
ber of shots fired at each balt varies. I have seen a soldier 
of the 2th Infantry make 10 hits in a 15 second interval, 
using the Springfield rifle. How many shots he fired—assum- 
ing that not all of his shots were hits—I donot know. During 
the Division competition at Fort Snelling, in 1885, Major- 
General Terry was vue of a number of officers to “ time,” 
watch in hand, one of the competitors. The object was to 
see how many cartridges he could use in 30 seconds. The 
man exhausted 25. Weapon, Springfield ritie. Position, lying 
down. At Fort Leavenworth, last October, Lieut.-General 
Sheridan was a pleased, interested, astonished spectator ; 
and, in presenting the medals to the successful competitors 
for places in the Army team, said that things were revo- 
lutionized; war would have to be relearned, and that he 
didn’t know what the end would be if this thing of rifle in- 
struction kept on. These comments were made after the 
conclusion of a skirmish run by the Army team—two offi- 
cers and 10 enlisted men. 

Lieutenant Kennon’s excellent address concludes 
as follows: 

It is common to hear remarks on the uselessness and even 

absurdity of certain forms common among soldiers. The 
military art as it exists to-day 1s eminently utilitarian; it is 
the development of a of experience, and in all ef its de- 
tails, there is not one but has for its existence and continu- 
ance in use, a good and sufficient reason. In some cases the 
reason may not appear at first sight, but in every case it 
exists, and a fuller knowledge will make it manifest. War 
is too seribus a business, and there is sb much to learn in it, 
that no time should be w: in learning useless forms, 
Military authorities have long recognized this, and as a con- 
teq , the military art to-day isa good example of the 
survival ef the tittest. 
Now it. is difficult for an American to be induced to govern 
his acts by avy otber light than that ot his own reason, and 
it was one of the gravest faults of our volunteer troops, and 
one which greatly impaired their usefulness, at first par- 
ticularly, that they were loath to do thinus the reasons for 
which were not apparent to them. The change from the 
status of thinking citizens of a free republic to that of sol- 
diers, whose duty was to obey Gay. was too sudden, and 
it was experience ouly that opened their eves to the neces- 
sity of many things at which at first they rebelled, but whose 
utility eventually became manifest to them. The military 
service inust, of necessity, be a despotism within itself, the 
all-pervading principle of which is that of obedience. Ln- 
feriors are required at ail times “to obey strictly, with 
alacrity and good faith” the orders of their superiors. The 
soldier must do as be istold. “His not to reason why.” It 
is only ov an intelligent realization of this truth on the part 
of the American citizen, that he miy become a good soldier, 
when his country shall bave need for his services. 


Wiscensin is peculiarly indebted to the xerular Army for 
services rendered its militia organizations. Chas. King, as 
Colonel on the staff of the Governor, bas r ndered inestim- 
able services, especially during the tryin time of the social- 
ist riots in Milwaukee. Through him Lieut. Keed an i Lieut. 
Kennon have been broucht into active co-operation and 
have done us excellent service. Gen. Terry bas heartily ap- 
proved of their labors in our behalf and they huve received 
every encouragement from Governor Rusk, from the Adjt.- 
Generel of Wisconsin, aod from the olficers and men the.a- 
selves. 

On the subject of rifle practice Wisconsin is stirred up all 
along the line.

REARMING THE MILITIA. 


TuHE action of the State Legislature in taking the first step 
to vards the rearming of the New York State militia by 
proposing the orgaaization of a commission to recommend 
a new rifle has a hearty amea from one end to the 
other oj theGuard. The present weapon is not a favorite. 
It is pot a good shooting arm, and if the very military order 
of having cach man shoot with his own piece is insisted 
upon fully 90 per cent. ot the men are doomed to certain 
failure in scoring. Now and then a good shooting rifle is 
met with. This is marked and penned along the line so that 
all may have an equal ch nce. bile at the Spriogfield Ar- 
mor experts are now testing a uew 40-calibre rifle on 
the Dnited States Army pattern, burning eighty-five grains 
of powder and making capital score at 800 rarJds, the New 
York State militiamen are compelled to go on with an anti- 
quated 50-calibre weapon, burning but seventy grains of 
wer and rushed off in such a careless, contract style that 
ere are any number of imperfections about them. The 
com mi m, when it opens its work, will find it advisable to 
take the opiniuns of mauy meninthe guard whv have given 
time and attention to the use of the rifle as an arm of pre- 
4 lan, Robbins, Van Heusen, Murphy, Price, 
Chauncey Eagle, Bodine, Gildersieeve and Browao could 
each give valuable points—gained in a long experience in 
ball practice across the Creedmoor lawr. It would be well, 
toa, for the commission to inquire whether it is at all neces- 
sary to. compel an inventor to study Upton and frame his 
model of an .arm £0 as to comply with the set of tactics and 
the school of the soldier which the old drill General formu- 
lated. . The commissiun, it it is to be at the head of the pre- 
seat fashion in military effort, will insist upon baving a 
small-bore sapemee arm capable of being used as a single 
loader. and of the hammerless d bp There have been 
many new models brought out recently, many of them not 
out of the inventor's hands. Some seem to embody all 

good points of the old arms and avoid all the objeetion- 
able features, while the state of the arms murket is just now 
at such a point that the contract for the 20.000 stand needed 
can be made on terms very favorable to the state.

those climes, and the exercise would have benefited the mus- 
cles of the Guards, not to speak of the stimulus given to the 
shoe trade of two continents. Our minister at the Court of 
St. James had added to his other duties the task of getting 
the British Government's assent to the programme. Mr. 
Phelps, ‘n my = A to the representations of our State Depart- 
ment on the subject, made the chilly and irrelevant response 
that there was no precedent for the British Government's 
permitting armed bodies of foreign troops to march through 
the empire. There was a precedent against it,for in 1834 
Capt. Mike Whelan, of Detroit, had sought the sime permis- 
sion and had been refused. This was an exusperating atti- 
tude for our minister to take, inasmuch as he was asked and 
expected to get the required permission, and if there was no 
SS for getting it,to make one. In thesix months 

t have since ela Minister Phelps has been exercising 
his finest diplomatic skill to enable Gort. Burke and bis «al- 
lant Guards te include the United Kingdom in their tour. 
With what success he labored is shown by his letter of April 
27, in which he “ regrets his inability " toe obtain the desired 
permission. The humihation of tailure was ta ified, no 
doubt, when he penned bis cablegram of May 12. On May ll 
Capt. Burke cabled: * Is the refusal of the English Goyern- 
men. to the Gate City Guards final?” On the following day 
Minister Phelps cabied, “It is.” So all is over, and the 
Guards will have to leave the United Kingdom severely out 
ofits tour. “ This,” says Capt. Burke, * is an insult to every 
volunteer soldier in the United States.” It undoubtedly is, 
if they all wish to carry their muskets when they travel, but 
those who have any better business than that of making a 
raree show ot themselves will not be disturbed by the decisiun.

2. When the colonel and adjutant are the oy officers on 
dress parade, what should the adjutant do after he gives the 
command parade is dismissed? ANs.—“uch a contingency 
is not provided fur. The best way would be to go through 
the ceremony as laid down, und let tue adjutant merch up 
to the commanding officer by himself. This would give the 
sergeants in command of companies the proper moment 
when to march off their companies. 

3. When a sergeant is acting adjutant at dress parade or 
dress guard mounting, should the ceremonies be the same as 
though he were a commissioned officer? ANns.—This is an- 
other matter not provided for. A non-commissioned officer 
should rot be detailed for such a duty so long as a commis- 
sioned officer is available. Before taking a measure of this 
kind it would be better to dircet one of the officers of the 
day to mount the guard. However, if a non-com. officer 
should act as aijutant, the ceremony should be conducted 
fully according to the rules, but the non-com. offi er should 
not be allowed to take position to which bis rank in tne ser- 
vice does not entitle him. The principle laid down in par. 
811 governs here.

ANs.— After 
the color guard is inspected by the color sergeant it is 
marched to beadquarters. After balting the guard the 
color sergeant leaves the ranks, and the guard is brougtt to 
an order by the senior corpora) and stands at attention until 
the approach of the colors and the senior corporal orders 








mand of the color sergeant, who takes place in the ranks, 
brings the guard to carry arms and n arches them to the 
color company. The color sergeant upon leaving the ranks 
presents himself before the commander, salutes, and upon 
receiving the colors again salutes. When returning the 
colors he salutes, delivers them to the commanding officer, 
and agai saiutes. The places of the color bearers upon 
leaving the ranks are bubituelly filled by corporals No. 2 
and 3 of the rear rank, but in the reception and return of 
the colors the rear rank men retain their places. After 
taking their places on the left of the color company, the 
color sergeant and color guard are under the command of 

LY + of the color company. After drill or paraace 
when the captain turns the company over to the Ist sergeant 
the color sergeant marches the color guard to headquarters 
where, after halting, the guard presents arms at command 
of the color se nt, and after he leaves the ranks with the 
colors the guard is brought to “ carry arms” and dismissed 
by the semor corporal. In going and returning with the 
colors the guard marches by fours or twos, as circumstances 
permit. It ts customary for the colonel to lift bis bat after 
dehvering and before receiving the colors.
